Going against the grain of fan 
sentiment by wrestling Inoki 
took guts. Yet this was the 
perfect forum for a demon- 
stration of Rhodes’ philosophy. 

Fighting favorites pumps me 
up, gives me added inspiration 
1 don't like hearin’ fans put me 
down. My regard for the fans is 
well known: But you gotta take 
a stand," said Dusty. 

“Inoki bad-mouthed me and 
my people. | know how popular 
ће is in Japan. But- his 
popularity can't stop me from 


fightin’ for what І believe in. 
Even if 1 lost, | wouldn't stop 
crusadin’ for my belief, for 
speakin' out and defendin' what 
see as the right things in life. 

"People criticize те (ог 
always talkin’ and runnin’ at the. 
mouth. They say | got too many 
Opinions and should learn to 
keep my big mouth shut, I can't. 
If | see wrong, | try and right it. 

"So | caused some contro- 
versy in Japan. | know. How 
could | prevent that?

WHERE

HERE? 


Incredible as it may seem, the 
wrestling career of Hulk Hogan 
appears to have reached a standstill. 
Yes, he continues to win his 
matches. Yes, he continues to 
impress fans and opponents with 
his considerable . But when it 
comes to acquiring a major title, 

« Hogan has some crucial career 
decisions to make

AS VEGAS IS a city that 

never sleeps. Outside, on 
the strip, night and day differ 
only in that at night, the light 
that illuminates all activities 
comes not from the sun, but 
from millions of neon lamps. 
This relatively small acreage of 
land is crammed to the limit 
with casinos, hotels, and 
restaurants. 

Inside the casinos, there is no 
way to distinguish night from 
day. The clicking of chips, the 
whirr of the roulette wheel, the 
relentless sounds continue 24 
hours a day, occasionally 
drowned out by the adrenaline- 
fed screams of a big winner. 

The casino inside The Show- 
boat is as exciting and hectic as 
any hotel/casino in Vegas. But 
the real excitement recently 
took place not at the blackjack 
tables, not at the craps tables, 
but in a wrestling ring. A Battle 
Royal was taking place, and 
local oddsmakers were book- 
ing Andre the Giant as the 
favorite to win the contest. 
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The smart money was play- 
ing Andre, but it was no fore- 
gone conclusion that he would 
win. Baron Von Raschke, Ken 
Patera, Crusher Blackwell, 
Bobby Duncum, and Hulk 
Hogan were also among the 
participants. 

A lot of bookies were happy 
when Hulk Hogan was left 
standing alone in the ring at the 
end. 

As he acknowledged the 
cheers of the Las Vegas wres- 
tling fans, Hulk Hogan smiled, 
but it was a halfhearted smile. 
Sure, he was happy that he had 
just won $50,000 in prize 
money, but lacking in his smile 
was an indication of true inner 
satisfaction, the kind of satis- 
faction that comes from more 
than just money. It comes from 
a sense of purpose and 
direction. 

In the next week, Hulk Hogan 
was scheduled to wrestle sev- 
eral matches in St. Louis. His 
opponents would include Great 
Tio and Greg Valentine. But not 
NWA champion Ric Flair. 

Following a tour of Japan for 
several weeks, Hogan would be 
back in AWA country. His 
opponents would include 
Jesse Ventura and Ken Patera 
But not AWA champion Nick 
Bockwinkel. 

What is happening to Hulk 
Hogan? Why recently has he 
taken matches against top chal- 
lengers and not major champi 
ons? If he is as dissatisfied as 
he appears, why doesn't he 
change the course he is cur- 
rently on? Why does he con. 
tinue to tour Japan, destroying 
his momentum toward cham: 
pionship matches here in the 
United States? 

All valid questions, the 
answers to which we can only 
arrive at through specualtion 

Clearly, Hulk Hogan has lost 
any sense of direction his wres- 
tling career once had. There 
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was once a time when the AWA 
championship was the most 
important goal in Hogan's life. 
That does not appear to be the 


case anymore. 

Perhaps the taste of Hol- 
lywood that Hulk Hogan 
received when he appeared in 
Rocky III altered his outlook on 


life. Perhaps the easier life of 
an actor attracts him more than 
the grueling day-to-day sched- 
ule of a professional wrestler. If 
Hulk Hogan is considering leav- 
ing wrestling in favor of an act- 
ing career, the effects would 
certainly be seen in the ring 
and in the direction his career 
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When most people thought Hogan would go for a title shot against Ric Flair in St. 
Louis, the Hulk opted to wrestle Greg Valentine (above), Hogan takes a knee to the 
groin from Crusher Blackwell in the Battle Royal (below).

is taking. Presently, Hogan's 
career has no direction, so per- 
haps he really is considering 
giving up professional 
wrestling. 

Furthermore, when Hulk 
Hogan travels to Japan, it 
destroys his chances of gaining 
title matches here in the states. 
A month-long tour of Japan 
may endear Hogan to the wres- 
tling fans there, but it does 
nothing but hurt his standing in. 
the U.S. And if Nick Bockwinkel 
battled so hard to keep Otto 
Wanz from bringing the title 
back to Austria, you can bet 
that he's not going to let Hogan 
win the belt and take it to 
Japan. 

Perhaps what Hulk Hogan 
needs is a change of scenery. If. 
he made a switch to the WWF 
and wrestled in that territory 
for a few months, this might 
revitalize his outlook on his 
career. When Hogan was in the 
WWF several years ago, he was 
denied the opportunity to wres- 
tle heavyweight champion Bob 
Backlund at Madison Square 


Garden. Perhaps he might 
want to work toward that goal 


again. 

Or maybe what Hogan needs 
is the guidance of an experi 
enced manager. The proper 
manager might even be able to. 
strike a balance between 
Hogan's wrestling in the United 
States, his wrestling in Japan, 
and his fledgling acting career. 

What is certain is that 
Hogan's career right now is at a 
standstill. Something must be 
done to get it moving again. 
Whether that something con- 
sists of retaining a manager, 
changing where he wrestles, or 
something else completely, 
Hulk Hogan has got to act 
quickly. If he remains as he is 
now, his career can do nothing 
but deteriorate. That would be 
a sad fate for a superb competi-

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a precision, winning tag team. 

Now, as 1983 shifts into high 
gear, Jack and Jerry Brisco are 
preparing for the most impor- 
tant mission of their lives. Jerry 
Brisco explains: 

"Over the years, my brother 
and 1 have wrestled in a lot of 
tag team matches, and we've 
held some titles along the way, 
but there have been some 
things going on in the NWA 
recently that we don't particu- 
larly like. I'm talking about the 
men who wear the NWA tag 
team belts right now: Sat 
Slaughter and Don Kernodle. 

"These two men, or should I 
say snakes," Jerry continued,
